The Advantage Gaincd by Athens in the Sale of 
the Northeastern Line to the Richmond 
and Danville Company—The Status 
of the Baltimore Extension. 


At last Athens has “turned jack!’’ 

On yesterday evening Dr. H. H. Cariton, 
city attorney of Athens, came on from 
Richmond, where he had been for the pur- 
pose of closing the trade with}the Richmond 
and Danville road, by which the North- 
eastern road is to be extended to Knoxville. 
A representative of THe ConsTITUTION was 
on board the train and got the details of 


the contract from Dr. Carlton: 


It is an exceedingly good one for Athens. The 
city owns $100,000 worth of stock in the North- 
eastern road. This stock she has deposited with 
@ board of trustees composed of Richmond and 
Dau ylile men and Dr. Caritop. It is held in per- 
petual trust for the city of Athens, and all divi- 
dends earned on it will be paid over to the city 
of Athens. The trustees vote the stock, of 
course, but agree in consideration of this, that 
they will extend the road by the lst of mext Jan 
uary to Clarksville—by the Ist of July, 1882, to 
Tallulah falis, and within five years through 
Rabun Gap, This of course means Knoxville. 
The Kichmond and Danville company guarantees 
to pay the interest on the bonds out of the first 
year's receipts of the road; to keep it in good 
running order, and to guarantee Athens the same 
freight rates given to Atlanta and Augusta. 

It wasat first proposed to give the $100,000 to 
the Richmond and Danville road as a bonus, but 
through the devotion of Dr. Carlton and his de- 
termination, only the power to vote the stock was 
given, and it stili remains the property of Athens. 
Another most important concession gained by 
Dr. Cariton is that the Richmond and Danville 
company only calis for $100,000 of the $200,000 
voted by the city of Athens to the Northeastern 
road. The remaining $100,000 is left 
yinembarrassed, and with this Athens proposes 
to build a road from Athens to Madison or what- 
ever pofnton the Georgia road the Macon and 
Brunswick extension will touch. This will give 
Athensa full through line from Knoxville to 
Brunswick, Georgia, and will make it a greatcity. 
Dr. Cariton says that the Richmond and Danville 
people agree to iron and equip this road from 
Athens to Madison (or other Georgia gailroad 
point) if the people of Athens will grade it, and 
he says that the $100,0C0 which is available at 
once will be enough to grade it. He thinks work 
will be begun on this road within a very short 
time. 

We congratulate Athens heartily and sincerely 
on her good luck. The plucky and manly fight 
she made in getting the Northeastern built is 
only bringing its just fruits. When a people turn 
in and help themselves they never lack for help 
from outside. That the new line will add vastly 
to the importance of Athens as a commercial 
and distributing point cannot be doubted, and 
there will be no one who will watch the growth 
ol the classic city with more pleasure than her 
big sister at thisend of the Air-Line. Atherfs, 
however, will little desrrve her good fortuneif 
she does not properly appreciate the work done 
by Dr. Henry Carlton in the matter by the North- 
eastern road. He has been its protecting genius 
ever tince its inception. As councilman he 
called the meeting that amended its charter so as 
make it efficient; as legislator he watched its 
interests through several sessionsof the house; 
as its iriend he did more than all others to get 
its bonds signed, and thus save it from ruin, and 
now as city attorney he makes the contract that 
ensures its completion and puts Athens on the 
high road. He laid outto the writer the very 
plan that has now been successful early last 
summer, and with the exception that he 
treated then with the Ajir-Line in- 
steadof the Richmond and Danville road. 
it may be mentioned that oneof the items of the 
contract With the Richmond and Danville road 
is thatit will never permit the control of the 
Northeastern to pass into the hands of the Geor 
gia road or of persons controlling the same. The 
effect of the extension will be to give Atlanta a 
uew line to Knovtville and ashorter route to the 
coal fields than she yet has. 


Has the Central Been Leased? 
The report was current on the streets yesterday 
that the Central road had been ieased by Mr 
Wadley and his associates for the sum of one 
nillion-and a half a year, Of course this 
eas: would have covered the lease of 
he Georgia road and would have given the 
lessees Control of almost the entire system of roads 
in Georgia. The statement that the lease had 
been perfected was made with great particularity, 
but when sifted down we could find no responsi- 
ble head for it. The New York papers contained 
positive assertion that the lease had been made, 
and ‘the activity in the stock showed that there 
was something of importance going on. 
While the belief that the Central had 
been ggobbled up was almost unanimous. Mr. 
Jobn H, James, who was quoted as knowing all 
about it, and having a long letter from Savannah 
giving the details, denied that any lease had been 
made. 
“The testimony that I get leads me to the belief 
that no lease has been made, and | am acting on 
that belief,’’ 
‘‘Hasn’t a majority of the stock been bought up 
by outsiders?’ 
“No. I don’t think the parties who are said to 
trying to get it have secured over 5,000 shares. 
| gave you good advice on the Georgia railroad 
matter. Now you'd better be certain that all this 
story of a lease ain’t a simple effort on 
the part of the big holders to ‘‘buil’’ the stock. 1 
don't believe any lease has been made or at- 
tempted, and lam certain that no serious at- 
tempt has been made to secure Central by buying 
a majority of the shares, | am aware that Mr. 
Green, who reached the city this evening, has 
been buying large quantities of the stock, but 
I do not believe he is buying with a view of con- 
trolling.”’ 
“You can get no evidence of a lease’?’’ 
“None, On the contrary, all my evidence goes 
to show that there has been none made."’ 
On the other hand a gentieman who is well 
posted says: 
“When all this matter is shown up you will 
find that the Louisville and Nashville road is at 
the hub of it. and that General E. P,. Alexander 
has worked itup. I am fairly convinced that if 
they have not leased the Central, they will do so, 
and this lease will give them, with the exception 
of Brunswick and Wilmington, every port on the 
Atiantic from Norfolk to New Orleans.”’ 
“The Macon and Brunswick line will then be- 
come important as the only competing line’’’ 
**‘Let me whisper something to you. The Macon 
and Brunswick extension will not, in my opin- 
ion, be made. You want reasons for this? Wait 
a short time and | will give them to you. In the 
meantime, I predict it will not be built.’’ 


A Distinguished Arrival. 
Mr. E, H. Green, ex-president of the Louisville 
and Nashville road, reached the city yesterday 
afternoon in his special car, which is, by the way, 
one of the handsomest ever seen in this section. 
Mr. Green is accompanied by his family, and 
is traveling for hbealthand recreation. He has 
made his way leisurely, going down to Pensacola 
from Louisville, thence to Jacksonville, Savan-. 
nah, Augusta and Atlanta. In answer to a 
question, he said; 
**My visit south has no significance at all. Mrs. 
Green and I were both sick when we started and 
our physician accompanied us as far as Montgom- 
ery. We have recovered our health now and are 
enjoying the scenery. 1 been pretty much 
over the world, but never ted this part of the 
south before. Iam more than pleased with whai 
I have seen and am astonished at the evidences of 
recuperation and growth shown on all sides.”’ 
When notified that the lease of the Central had 
been completed according to rumor, he smiled 
and said: “So it is fixed at last, isit’’” He would 
give no opinion, pro or con, as to whether it had 
been done. 3 
Mr. Green is one of the wealthiest and most 
sagacious men in New York. His fortune is esti. 
mated variously at from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000, 
and his wife, Mrs. Green is. with the exception 
of Baroness Burdett-Coutts, probably the richest 
woman in the world. It is said that the fortune 
of, Mrs. Green is mot less than $35,000,000, 
and that this may bea low figure. Mr. Green isa 
Vermonter, and his wife is a native of Massachu- 
setts. They will remain in Atlanta certainly 
through to-dsy, and possibly to-morrow, Mayor 
English and other prominent gentiemen wil! pay 
their respects during the day and show the dis

New York, April 26.—A consolidation of south 
ern railroads was completed to-day, which virtu- 
ally gives the Louisville and Nasnville railroad 
control of all seuthern ports. The South Caro 
lina railroad, running from Charleston to Au- 
gusta, with a branch from Branchville to 
Columbia, has leased for ninety-nine years the 
Georgia railroad, running from Augusta to 
Atianta, with a branch from Camak to Macon; 
also the Central railroad of Georgia, running from 
Savannah to Montgomery; also, the south Caro- 
lina company guarantees to pay to each of the 
roads $1,500,000 a‘year. The Louisville and 
Nashville favored the combination, and it is 
claimed this is really a combination of Interests, 
which are to be identical for all traffic on the 
several roads, 

The Louisville and Nashville thus secures a 
through line from the west to Charleston, leaving 
its heretofore jeased line, the Western and At- 
lantic, at Atlanta, and going over the Georgia 
and the South Carolina roads; also to Savannah, 
leaving the main line at Moutgomery, over the 
Central of Georgia. 

The new scheme, says the Tribune, defeats a 
contemplated project to create a system of rail- 
roads through the Carolinas, Georgia, and a part 
of Tennessee to place Baltimore on a new footing 
as a market for southern products. The scheme 
was in the interest of the Virginia Midland rail- 
road, which it was proposed to extend south to 
Danville. The Western North Carolina road was 
to form a part of the system which W. P. Clyde, 
Mayer Grace, and others were interested in. 


A New Georgia Road. 
SAVANNAH, April 25.—The Waycross and Jack- 
sonviile railroad was completed at3 p.m, Satur 
day, and the first train passed over safely. The 
formal openiug will take place on the first 
proximo. This line shortens time between 
savannah and Jacksonville to six hours, 


Hostile Railroads. 
GALVESTON, April 25.—A special from Waco, 
Texas, says: Trouble has been brewing for some 
days between the Missouri Pacific and St. Louis 
and Texas narrow-gauge railroad companies, It 
was expected that the Missouri Pacific men would 
attempt to tearupthe temporary track laid by 
the narrow-gauge company at the intersection of 
the roads, and early yesterday morning the 
Missouri Pacitic company moved a small force of 
men down, intending w remove the wack, but 
they were foiled by the parrow-gauge men, who 
drove teams around and over the track, The 
Missouri Pacific had meanwhile moved a large 
force up the road which arrived at the eo at 
ten o’clock, and news of the toreatened conflict 
spread throughout the town. Terms of reconcilie 
ation were offered withoat avail. At three o’clock 
the Missouri Pacific teams surrounded the track 
with Marvin, chief engineer, at their head. He 
was met by Chief Engineer Axtell, of the narrow 
gauge force, who proposed to make it a personal 
matter with Marvin. Severai of the narrow 
gauge men then gathered around and forced 
Marvin back alternately for fuil half an hour, in 
the presence ofan excited crowd of two hundred 
citizens who were momentarily expecting more 
serious trouble. When the excitement 
had reached its height four 
of the leaders of the Missouri Pacific 
men, including Marvin and Thomas, contraciors, 
also Axtell, of the marrow gauge force, were 
arrested. The Missouri Pacific leaders are charged 
with inciting toa riot, They are to appear before 
Justice Davis on Monday. seh a ecerty claim the 
property by purchase.

-Pecific nas the right of way first, but the narrow 


gauge company purchased a piece of preperty at 
the junction ana at night laid down avout fifty 
yaras of track, thereby acquiring the right of 
possession.

Louisville and Charleston. 
Knoxville Tribune, 

In a few days work will be commenced on the 
Knoxville and Ohio railroad, between Careyville 
and the state line. The distance is 27 miles, but 
nearly one-third of that isalready graded. There 
can hardly be a reasonable doubt that the road 
will not be completed by the lst of July, 1882, to 
the state line, according to agreement with the 
Louisville and Nashville, where it will meet the 
extension of the Kentucky Central, which will 
also be completed before that time. 

Not less important to Knoxville is the southern 
connection with the Western and North Carolina 
railroad. The Tennessee end is already within 
four and one-half miles of the North Carolina 
state line, and this short distance will be bridged 
inside of six months, The distance between 
Asheville, North Carolina, and the Tennessee 
state line, is about forty miles. More than one- 
third of the road for this distance is already 
graded, and iron is on hand ready for the track. 
there are now seven hundred convicts -working 
on this road, and five hundred more laborers are 
to be placed upon it immediately. The road will 
be completed by the beginning of the winter. 
Knoxville dealers may prepare to furnish 
Charieston, 8. C., and other cities on the south- 
eastern slope and seaboard, with coal next win- 
ter.

THE DEAD ADMIRAL 


PLACED IN MOST TENDER MEMORY, 


Impressive Oerc monies Attending the Unveiliog 
of the Statue to Admiral Parragut—A 
Word About J:seie Reymond— 

An Interesting Bulletin 


Wasuinoror, April 25.—The statue of 
Admiral David G. Farragut, recently erect- 
ed in Farragnt square, at the intersection 
of Connecticut avenue and Seventeenth 
street, was unveiled this afternoon with 


appropriate ceremonies. The procession 


formed at 11 o’clock a.m., near the capitol, 
and moved at noon up Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to Fifteenth street, down Fifteenth 
street to Connecticut avenue and up Con- 
necticut avenue to the square in the follow- 
ing order:

¢ At 12:35 the presidential party arrived at 
the statue and soon after the ceremony of 
unveiling took place. At the moment of 
the tinveiling a salute of 17 guns was fired. 
President Garfield soon appeared upon the 
speaker's stand and in a few words paid an 
eloquent tribute to the hero whose statue 
had just peen unveiled. Ex Postmas- 
ter-General Maynard then delivered 
a lengthy oration on. the life and 
services of Admiral Farragut. He was fol- 
lowed by Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, who 
also paid a splendid tribute to the dead 
admiral. At the conclusion of Senator 
Voorhees’s oration the procession reformed 
and entered the grounds of the executive 
mansion, passing in review before Presi- 


dent Garfield, and then dispersed. 
—Senator Edmunds bas been back two 
weeks, but has not called a meeting of the 
judiciary committee of the senate until 
to-day, when he sent out notices request- 
ing the attendance of members of the com- 
mittee. Just what Mr. Edmunds and Mr. 
Conkling propose to permit the committee 
to consider cannot be known until it is 
brought togetber. One siatement to-night 
is that the only business which it is in- 
tended to transact is to refer to a sub- 
committee, with power to act during the 
summer, all papers relating toa national 
bankrupt law. But it is not unlikely that 
the two moguls may permit action on 
uncontested nominations in order that 
the committee may be ready to re- 

rt it whenever executive sessions are 
eld. What they will do, or whether 
they will do anything with the nomination 
of Stanley Matthews for associate justice 
of the supreme court can only be known 
by future developments, It seems to be 
believed that the republican senators will 
before long be brought to the pointof trans- 
acting some of the business at least for 
which the senate was convened in speciai 
session. Movements are already on foot to 
secure acaucus to consider this subject, as 
a pumber of the republican senators believe 
that they cannot justify themselves before 
the country in continuing in their present 
course, no matter how bold a face they 
make over it in the senate. 

General Simon Cameron, who was here 
for several days, and whose sagacity as a 
politician isso universally recognized, is un- 
derstood to have shaken his head over the 
plight in which he found his party friends 
in the senate. He had several interviews 
with the president, and frequent consulta 
tions with leading republican senators, and 
it is intimated that he made some practical 
suggestions as to how they might get out of 
the mire into which they had so recklessly 
plunged. The subject in all its bearings 
has been discussed informally among 
the republican senators, but some of 
them are so pig-headed that they insist on 
keeping right on in their present course. If 
there should be a caucus held, as seems 
probable, in the next few days, it is consid- 
ered that some understanding may be 
reached for the holding of executive ses- 
sions to dispose of the accumulated busi- 
ness, but on the condition thatit shall not 
be regarded as any indication of backing 
down from the republican position. Several 
of the more extreme radical senators will, 
however, bitterly oppose any proposition to 
hold executive sessions, and what will be 
determined upon cannot, therefore, be 
reasonably anticipated. 

—-—A very interesting bulletin was to- 
day issued from the census office, showing 
the distribution of the population in lati- 
tude and longitude. From the tables 
in this bulletin your correspondent 
is enabled to point out, first, 
the distribution of the population in 
1870 and 1880 in latitude, with the increase, 
absolute and relative, between every two 
parallels, and the total population, 
with the per cent of the 
total living north of each parallel 
at the time of each of the two e2nsuses: 
second, similar data regarding the distribu- 
tfon in longitude; and third, the population 
living, in 1880, within each ‘‘square degree,”’ 
i.e., the quadrilateral included within two 
consecutive paralleis and meridians. The 
first table shows that 98.2 per cent live be- 
—— latitudes 30 and 45, a region which in 
1870 contained 98.8 per cent. The most 
populous of these latitude belts is that be- 
tween 40 and 41, which contains 7,859,938, 
or 157 per cent of the total population. 


Next tothis are the two belts lying imme- 
diately north and south of it, which contain 
respectively 11,8 and 125 per cent; the 
three together contain 40 per cent of the 
total pulation. The percentage of in- 
crease has been greater in the higher lati- 
tudes. 

The second table illustrates the fact that 
90 per cent of the population live east of

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Georgia in Washington. 
Special Correspondence Constitution. 
Wasuineton, April 24.—The attitude 
assumed by independent democrats from 
Georgia who have been in Washington this 
winter indicates their intention to do great 
things at home. The Mahone business has 
helped them by making the disruption of 


the solid south one of the grand aims of 
immediate republican effort. The Georgia 
independents have taken full advantage of 
this state of affairs. They control adminis- 
trative patronage now very largely and will 
continue to do so until the scheme which 
they and their republican friends have 
concocted is proven a failure. Itis common- 
ly talked here that our independent friends 
have made glowing premises to the admin-~- 
istration, and indeed have gone so far as 
to map out the plan by which Georgia is 
to be disrupted, ‘‘-Mahonized,’’ or whatever 
you may please to call it. They 
have taken “ihe new idea’’ greedily, and it 
will be interesting to see how they propose 
to proceed on it. They have lost a seat in 
congress. Mr. Scepheus and Mr. Speer will, 
therefore, represent the independent party 
in the next congress. That this hopeful 
party intends to make a dash fof the control 
of state affairs next year, tan no longer be 
doubted. How far they will be backed b 
the administration is not definitely stated. 
To accomplish the disruption of Virginia 
republicans money -is going there by the 
bushel. Why should not the same thing be 
done for Georgia? It is not fair to give the 
Virginia indepence tsa better chance than 
their allies in Georgia. I use the word al- 
lies not in the sense of sympathy with all 
the ideas of the Virginia readjusters, but as 
these independent parties in Virginia and 
Georgia proclaim a common great purpose 
of breaking the solidity of the south 
it is fair to call them So 
far as federal aid is to be 
given, I think the best part of 
it Ought to go to the Georgia “‘disrupters.”’ 
The Virginia independents already have 
control of their state, and it must be said 
that they have in every way a stronger 
party than their friends in Georgia. They 
have more leaders of ability and a more 
general following, for in Georgia the divine 
spirit ot independence seems to sprout in 
only three districts. 

At any rate the “irrepressible conflict”’ 
has come at last. Since what bas transpired 
here I can’t see how the Georgia indepen: 
dents could fail to go in for a complete 
conquest of Georgia. Though I know noth- 
ing of my own knowledge, as I have never 
been present at any of these councils, yet 
it is generally believed that the administra- 
tion expects great things of the Georgia in- 
dependents, The initial idea is to break the 
power of the organized 1 ogg eageyy Geor- 
gia because a solid south is a bad thing. 
But what is to be done next? Is the state 
then to be turned over to the republican 
party to whom the independents will owe 
s0 much? Or are the independent leaders to 
form a little party of theirown? This last 
plan would be very distasteful to them for 
they denounce “organization” and will at 
all hazards preserye their precious inde- 
pendence. What the Georgiaand Virginia 
independents propose to do after they get 
all the power they want is an interesting 
question. There are but two parties in this 
country. The more that leave one, receive 
the aid and work in the interest of the 
other, the more puzzling will this problem 
become.

THE FRENCH CROSS THE LINES. 


The First Act of War on the Part of France 
Against the Government of Tunis—The 
Burial of Beaconsfield—The Irish 
Land Bill Oalled up. 


Special dispatch to The Conatitution. 

Lonpon, April 25.—A French column, 
under General Logerot, has entered the Tu- 
nisian territory without opposition, and is 
now encamped half way between the 
frontier and Kef. 

The apprehensions of the foreign resi- 
dents were exaggerated in consequence of 
the bey’s statement that he would be unable 
to guarantee safety to the Europeans in the 
event of the French troops crossing the 
Tunisian frontier. M. Roustan; the French 
consul general has declared he would him- 
self answer for their safely and would offer 
an asylum on boarda French gunboat to 
all fearing for their safety. 


The Standard’s correspondent at Tunis 
reports that the French war ships have 
withdrawn from the neighborhood of Ta- 
barca, owing to the bey’s protest. 
M. Roustan, the French consul general 
here, has sent a circular to the other for- 
eign consuls stating that he has offered the 
bey to place at his disposal a company of 
marines and two cannon from the French 
man-of-war Jeanne D'Arc for the purpose 
of maintaining order in the European quar- 
ter of the city, and that the bey has des 
clined the offer. 
A summary of eventsin Tunissince Friday 
is, the bey’s refusal to sanction the occupa- 
tion of Tabarca; a semi-panic in the Euro- 
pean colony lest the Arabs should massacre 
the Christians; the offer of M. Roustan to 
land a force of marines from a French war 
vessel to vrotect the Europeans in the town 
of Tunis, and the bey’s rejection of the 
offer; the subsidence of the panicand a 
growing conviction that the Europeans are 
not in danger; the advance of a French 
force into the Khoumis territory from the 
side of Algeria and a similar advance 
of the bey’s troops from the side 
of Tunis—both without opposition; 
the bey’s officers reporting to him that the 
Khoumirs are ready to make complete sub 
mission and surrender. Heavy rains had 
impeded the progress of the French land 
force, and the high sea has prevented a 
landing at Tabarca. The bey intends to 
complain to France against the Algerian 
newspaper Akbar, which called the 
bey a brigand, and coupled his name 
with those of notorious bandits. The bey 
wiil point eut the possible consequence of 
such language during the present excite- 
ment among the Arabs. It is impossible to 
obtain direct information from Algeria, as 
the French military censorship allows

A dispatch from Tunis states that the bey 
is taking energetic measures to prevent a 
disturbance. Any Arab found in the streets 
after 9 o’clock at night will be arrested. 
The carrying of arms is prohibited. 
The Le Temps correspondent at Tunis 
says the bey has communicated to M. Rous- 
tan, French consul, the measures he has 
taken to insure the safety of European resi- 
dents. The communication is excessively 
friendly.

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THE END OF A CAROUSAL, 


A North Carolinian Commits Suicide. 
When the Air-Line train came to a halt under 
the carshed Sunday morning last at one o’clock, 
there stepped therefrom two men, whose able 
bodied appearance and almost faultless physiques 


betokened a long and happy life, but when the 
clock struck one the next morning, just twenty- 
four hours later, one of the two lay acofpse in a 
lovely, dreary room, in an Atlanta hotel. 
he twomen whose advent into Atlanta was 
the precursor of the death of one were T. E. 
Ebernethy and W.O. Raper. They were com- 
panious seeking pleasure in traveling from one 
place to another and as is too oftem the case they 
oo to vary the monotony of the road by 
drinking. From the occasidnal dram  tkey 
prog to a spree in which they were 
indulging when they reached Atlanta. 
Disembarking from the train they sought 
the Air Line house on (°Prier street 
where they secured rooms and where they 
remained, except when upon the streets, until the 
living one left the city yesterday with the corpse 
of his companion. 
After ng assigned to a room at the hotel, 
they retired and were unseen again until Sunday 
when they made their appearance upon the 
streets and devoted their time, as was shown at 
the inquest, to a search for whisky. This. it 
seems, they fonnd, for Sunday night they were 
both drunk and the evening in 
“taking the town.’’ About half past 9 or 10 
o’clock they returned to their hotel, but soon 
after —— their room Raper complained of 
le manifested great difficulty in 
breathing, and by his actions so frightened his 
companion that he sent at once for a physician. 
To Dr, A. G. Hobbs, who was at Hutchison’s Crug 
store, the case was represented as though the 
man was choking to death and he respoaded, 
but soon afier examining the man he 
came convinced that he was suffering 
from arsenic poison. Advising Ebernethy to 
send for aid, Dr. Hobbs did allin his power to 
reliever the suffering man, and by keeping up an 
artificial respiration prolonged his life for quite 
awhile. Though fighting hard to save his pa- 
tient, the doctor soon became convinced that 
death would result and so informed Ebernethy, 
who seemed greatly frightened. 
By the bedside of the dying man Dr. Hobbs 
remained until 1 o’clock, just twenty-four hours 
after he came to Atlanta, when death closed 
his eyes forever. Beside the doctor stood Eber- 
nethy, looking at his dying companion, whose 
death was caused by whisky, as he turned and 
groaned hay nod agg ve and as the last breath left his 
associate's , be fell upon his knees and swore 
never again to drink. 
To Coroner Hillburn the sudden death was 
reported early Monday morning. Summoning a 
jury, an inquest was un at 
ence, but beyond establishing the fact that 
the dead man and his associate had been on a 
prolonged spree but little could be ascertained. 
The principal witness was Ebernethy, who 
stated that they came to Atlanta Sunday morning 
atone o'clock and that they had been drinking 
for quite a while. On Sunday they bought liquor 
and continued the spree. Ata drug store they 
bought some medicine called headache drops, of 
which they drank freely, but he knew of no 
puison his associate had taken. 
Several botties upon which were labels calling 
the contents headache drops were found in the 
room. From these bottles came the smell of 
whisky, and the label bore the following formula: 
Tr. auranti, C, 6 prts.; tr. gentianw, 4 prts.; tr. 
valer. am., 2 prts.; eix. pot. brom., 10 pris. ; syr. 
eimpl., i4 prts; spts. frumenti, 64 pts. Tonicand 
appetizer. Dose: Wineglasstul. 
After hearing all the evidence, which was not 
at all satisfactory, the jury returned a verdict in 
which they said that the deceased had died from 
the effects of alcoholic poison. 
Roper was from High Point, North Calolina, 
where his body was yesterday sent by Charles 
Swift, the undertaker. Beyond what his asso- 
ciate says nothing is known of him.

Free quinine. 

The quinine manufacturers and their 
organs have been making a desperate 
effort for several months to convince an 
unsuspecting public that the repeal of 
the blood-tax on quinine instead of 
cheapefing that drug has made it dearer, 
and they argue from this, that in the in- 
terest of the aforesaid innocent and un- 
suspecting public, the duty should be 
reimposed. The bare statement of the 
arguments of the former quinine monopo- 
lists is suflicient to show that there is a 
thomas-cat of enormous size in the meal- 
tub. If quinine, stripped of the blood- 
tax that formerly went into the pockets 
of Powers Weightman, and 
‘two or three other monopolists, 
is dearer now than before it must be 
evident that the repeal of the duty is a 
good thing for these manufacturers. If 
the drug sells for more now than when 
foreign competition was prohibited by 
the duty, the profits of the manufacturers 
must be larger. Does an}body suppose 
that these would-be -monopolists would 
be anxious to bring about a state of things 
the result of which would be to cut down 
their profits? 

The truth is, as Mr. J. 8. Moore, in a 
communication to the Evening Post, 
very conclusively shows. The American 
‘manufacturers say that with free 
quinine the market is liable to 
be “cornered,” but Mr. Moore sug- 
gests that it is the monopolists who 
have been “cornered.” On the Ist of 
April, 1878, when a custom house tax of 
twenty per centum was levied on import- 
ed quinine, the price in Europe was 
fourteen ‘ shillings, or about $3.50 an 
ounce; in New York it was $4.25 an 
@unee. On the lst of April, 1ST9, when 
there were symptomsthat congress would 
repeal the duty, the price in Europe was 
about $3 an ounce, and in New York it 
was $5.00,about twenty per centam. On) 
the Ist of April, 1881, the price of qui- 
nine was about $2.9 an ounce, and in 
New York it was $2.80 an ounce or ten 
cents cheaper. ; 

These facts throw _rather a bad light 
upon the patriotic efforts of the 
late monopolists to cheaper quinine in 
the interests of thé dear American pub- 
‘lic. The great difficulty with the manu- 
‘ facturers is that the repeal of the blood- 
tax takes the snug profit of twenty per 
centum out of their pockets, and puts it 
into the pockets of the consumers,, 
While the duty prohibited the importa- 
tion of foreign quinine, it nevertheless 
enabled the American monopolists to add

The San and Six Pianets allin a Row 
New York Sun. 


This week will be notable in astronomical) re- 
cords for the great conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn on Friday morning. There will then bea 
very remarkable arrangement of the chief planets 
in the heavens. Jupiter and saturn will be on 
the opposite side of the sug)from the earth, and 
almostina straight line drawn from the earth 
through the sun, Far beyond them and approxi- 
mately in the same direction will be the great 
planet Neptune. Onthe same side of the stun 
but making a large angle withthe direction of 
the others, will be Mercury, hastening to get into 
line with them, On this sideof the sun Venus 
will be drawing near tothe same line, so that at 
the end of this week and the beginning of next 
week thesun and six of the eight great planets 
will be almost in a row, the earth being at one 
end and Neptune at the other. Uranusand Mars 
do hot join in this planetary parade, Mars being 
nearly at right angles to the line and Uranus far 
off in another direction. Upon thfs peculiar ar 
rapgement the astrologers and other prophets of 
evil have based terrifying predictions. ‘The con- 
junction of Jupiter and Saturn, according to the 
astrologers, foretells warin the east, because it 
falls in the sign Taurus. The last previous con- 
junction of baturn and Jupiter in Tau:us was in 
114€,and the horrible slaughter of the second eru- 
sade, the astrologers say, showed the effects it pro- 
duced. Moreover, as the conjunction occurs in 
the ‘‘ninth house of the heavens,’’ which rules 
religion and the clergy, it foretelis revolution in 
the church. Thechurch of England, according 
to the prophecy, is to be deprived of its character 
as a state church, and fundamental changes are 
to occur in the Christian religion. The tillers of 
the soil are in luck; the astrologers aver that 
the conjunction will result in changes in the 
But unfortu- 
uate Ireland is to sufferfrom intestine troubles 
and ascarcity of food. 

The predictions of those who profess to believe 
that the effectoi the combined attractions of so 
many planets exertedin one direction will be 
disastrous to the earth are better calculated to 
alarm people than the outgivings of the astrolo- 
gers. Yeta little study of the facts of astronomy 
will convince anybody that there is nothing to 
be feared. There is sufficient flexibility in the 
sOlar sytem to give room for the play of all known 
disturbing forces withoutinjury to the whole or 
any membey ofit. It is not to be denied that 
there are indications that the chief planets 
exercise an influence upon the sun that astrono- 
mers have not yet succeeded in measuring, and 
which may, through the sun, exert effects upon 
the earth. But such effects, if they exist, are 
not sufficient to cause any serious alarm, and it 
may be taken foran assured fact that unclean 
streets and bad sewerage are far more potent to 
produce a return ofthe black death, which the 
soothsayers threaten, than the most malignant 
planet in the sky.

Senator Jonas, of Louisiana, evidently intenas to 
publish one soon in the senate embellished with 
many cuts. Heath'sown New England oeighbors 
say he is a man whose statements must be taken 
with great caution and many grains ofsalt.

THE SUPREME COURT 


DECISIONS RENDERED APRIL 25, 1881 


Chief-Justice James, Jackson, Associate Justices 
Martin J. Orawford and Alexander M1. Speer 
Reported by Jackson & Lampkin 
Supreme Court Reporters. 


‘Chief Justice Jackson being disqualified 
Judge Crisp was designated by the gov 
ernor to preside in his place | 

Seay et al. vs. The Bank of Kome et al. 
Injunction, from Floyd, 

Crisp, Judge. 

On the lith day of November, 1879, the 
governor of this state, under and by virtue 
of the act of the general assembly, ap- 
proved October 16th, 1579, appointed the 
Bank of Rome, a corporation doing busi- 
ness inthe city of Rome, in this state, a 
depository. On the 15th day of November 
thereafter said corporation made and ex- 
ecuted the bond required by law. During 
the year 1880 the treasurer of this state de- 
posited in said bank of the funds of the 

tate the sum of $25,500 80, and the tax 
collecters of the various counties designated 
by the governor deposited with said bank 
large amounts ofthe taxes collected by 
them. On the 25th day of March, 1851, 
the Bank of Rome suspended, and assigned 
all of its property, reai and personal, notes, 
accounts, money and choses in action to 
H. Reynolds, of the county of 
Floyd, for the benefit of its creditors 
“pro rata, or inzfull, if there should be 
enough to pay in fall, with no other prefer- 
ence than is or may be allowed by law.’ 
There is in the deed of assignment 
a recital that the bank is “justly indebted 
to various parties in sundry considerable 
sums and bas become unable to pay and 
discharge thesame with punctuality or ino 
fuil,. On the 230th day of March, 1%s1, 
plaintiffs in error, depositors in saia bank, 
filed their bill in Floyd superior court 
against the bank of Rome et al., charging 
among other things that the Hon. D. N. 
Speer, treasurer of this state, the state 
being a large creditor of the bank, was 
claiming a‘first lien on all the assets of said 
bank and was attempting to seize and take 
yossession of the same; that the bank was 
insolvent and could not pay more than 0 
cents on the dollar of its indebtecness, The 
prayer isfor the appointment of a receiver 
to take charge of the property of the bank 
and collect the assets and to administer the 
estate for the benefit of all the creditors 
under the assignment and the direction of 
the court, that all parties having claims 
against the bank and all parties indebted to 
the bank might be made parties to the bill 
and interplead the one with the other. 
Phere is also ua prayer for 
an injunction to restrain and enjoin all 
persons whomsoever from _ interfering 
or meddling with the assetsof said bank in 
any way, except under order of the court. 
(his bill was presented to the chancellor, 
who granted arule to show cause, return- 
able on the 9th day of April, 1881, and also 
atemporary restraining order. The Kank 
of Rome, at the date of the assignment, had 
received and not accounted for, of the 
state’s funds the sum of $53,015.73. On the 
Ist day of April, 1881, the governor of this 
state, against the Bank of Rome and its 
securities on the bond hereinbefore men- 
tioned, issued a writ of fiere facias for the 
fullamount of said bond—fifty thousand 
dollars—which fieri facias was on the 2d day 
of April, 1881, by the sheriff of the county 
of Floyd, levied upon the real estate and 
fixtures of said bank, (neither the governor 
nor sheriff had knowledge of the restraining 
order of the chancellor and no point was 
made on that ground). To this bill the 
tome Bank and the assignee made answer 

The Bank answered that the assignment 
was made in good faith for the benefit of 
its creditors without preference and sub- 
mits the distribution of the assets, and 
settlement of priorities to the court under 
the assignment and through the assignee. 
The assignee answered,admitting the assign- 
ment and his acceptance, says he has been 
notified of the state’s claim oi priority, asks 
that the sheriffand attorney general may 
be made parties in behalf of the state, and 
that all parties, having Claims against said 
bank may be required to interplead, and 
settle their respective rights, and that he 
may have instructions in the premises, he 
also attaches an itemized list of the liabili 

said bank, and a statement of its 
assets. The indebtedness of the bank ex 

clusive of capital stock is $165,462.19. of 
this amount there is due the state 
$53,015.75, other depositors $28.272 354; 
depositors on certificate $17,496 23, 
the nominal assets are $200,000, At 
the hearing on the tb of April, the com- 
plainants amended their bill in several par- 
ticulars, not necessary to be mentioned here 

After argument the chancellor refused the 
injunction sought, and held that the state 
was entitled toa prior lien over all ojhber 
creditors of the bank, for the whole amount 
of the debt due the state by said bank, on 
all its propety, both real and 
personal. To this decision the com- 
plainants filed their bill of excepticns, and 
we are asked to review that judgment. 

Counsel for Eg in error insist that 
the act of October 16, 1879, creating state 
depositories is unconstitutional, because, as 
as they ailege, the caption of the act con- 
tains more than one subject matter, and 
the body of the act contains matter differ. 
ent from the caption. We recognize the 
fact that if this criticism were weil taken, 
we would be forced, under the mandate of 
the constitution itself, to devlare the act 
void, but we fail to perceive that the act 
does contain more than one subject matter, 
to-wit, the creation of state depositories, or 
that the matter in the body of the 
act at all different from what is 
naturally suggested by the caption, to-wit, 
defining its duties and prescribing its 
habilities—2ilst Ga, 5U2, 612, 613; 62 Ga.,, 
173; 31 Id., 69. 

by the terms of the act creat- 
ing depositories, banks accepting the 
appointment are required to give bond and 
security, to be approved by the gover. 
nor, in the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the  faith- 
ful performance of such duties 
as shail be required of them, and for a 
faithful account ofall money or eltlects 
belonging to the state that may come into 
their hands during their continuance in 
office, and it is further provided that said 
bonds, when given, shall have the same 
binding force and effect as the bond now 
required by law to be given by state treasu- 
rer, and in case of default, shall be enforced 
in like manner. In orderto find what is 
the *‘binding force and effect’’ of the bond 
given by these depositories, and how, in 
case of default, the rights of the state can 
be enforced against them on said bonds, 
we must look to thelawin regard to the 
bonds of state treasurers. By the 3d section 
of an act of the general assembly approved 
February 25th, 1876, entitled ‘‘an act to 
define the obligations pertaining to the 
office of treasurer,’’ itis provided that the 
treasurer shall give bond with good secu. 
rity, etc., and “that the property of the 
securities, to the amount for which they 
may be severally bound, shall be liable for 
the faithful performance by the treasurer 
of the duties of his office, from the execu- 
tion of the bond, and a =—view is 
hereby created in favor of the 
state, upon the property of the treasurer to 
the amount of the bond, and upon the 
‘wigan d of the securities, to the amount 
or which they may be severally liable 
from the date of the execution thereof.”’ 
By the 14th section of said act, it is pro vided 
that in case of default “it shal! not benec- 
esvary to sue the official bond, but the gov- 
ernor is hereby authorized to issue a fi fa 
instanter against the treasurer and his se 
curities for the amount due the state by 
the treasurer.’’ It will thus be seen that 
from the day of the execution of the bond 
by the bank, the state has had a lien upon 
its property for the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars to inforce that lien, under and by 
virtue of the act creating it; the governor 
issued the fi fa against the bank of Rome. 
and we think he had ample authority so to 
do, Plaintiffs in error contended that the 
state has no lien on the notes, accounts, 
and choses in action of said bank because, 
under one law, a judgment fixes no lien 
on such property and no levy and 
sale thereof can be had at law. 
The reply is that upon the 
execution of the bond, the law gave the 
state a lien uponall the property of tne 
bank; not upon such property levy as a 
judgment would fix a len upon; not upon 
such property only as is subject to buy and 
sell, but upon all the property of the bank.

tered by the general assembly that has not 
been dissolved either by judgment of 
forfeiture, or by a surrender of its franchises 
accepted by the legislature, may make an 
assignmentin trust forall its creditors, seems 
to have been settled by this court, 37 
(a., 611. For myself, I doubt 
the propriety of that ruling, and were 
that an open question I am inclined to the 
opinion that a bank, a chartered corpora- 
tion, cannot make an assignment until it 
has surrendered its charter, and such sur- 
render has been accepted by the state, This 
court, however, baving held otherwise in 
37 Ga., and that ruling baving been recog 
nized in 56 Ga., 251 and 50 Ga., 270, it is 
now biading on thecourt. The. assignee 
lakes the assets subject to the preference 
and priorities that the law gives. Code 1493, 

The next and last question we shal! con- 
sider is as to the right of the state to priority 
of payment out of the estate of an ‘inso! 
vent, aside from the bond, or for the excess 
of the claim of the state above the amount 
of the bond. 

“The sovereign right of the state to pri- 
ority of payment out of the effects of an 
insolvent is based upon the common law, 
and was adopted by the act of 1754, which 
introduces into the jurisprudence of Geor- 
gia the whole body of the common law not 
inconsistent with our new frame of govern 
ment, and subject of course to legisiative 
modification. It isa wholesome right, and 
as such should receive the sanciion and ap- 
probation of the courts.”’—18 Ga 66 

This right of priority is not inconsistent 
with the principles or spirit of our institu 
tions, but is necessary for the protection of 
the public revenue, so as to enable the gov- 
ernment to accomplish thé end of its iusti 
tution.’’—Ibid. 

“This. privilege does not embarrass 
the debtor. He may alien or encumber his 
estate, oruse it in any way, which his 
interest or convenience- may dictate. It 
merely reguiates the rights of creditors, 
placing the state upon. bigher ground than 
private creditors, and as the gevernment ts 
established for the good of the whole, and 
can only be supported by means of its 
revenue; ought not this to be protected for 
the benefit of the whole.’’—lIbid. 

“The fi fa infavor of Dickson was an 
older lien than the fifa in favor of the state, 
and would have been entitled to the 
money if this had been a contest between 
two individuals. But ina contest between 
the state and an individual we hold that 
she takes precedence without regard to the 
date ofthe lien. & Ga., 479; 11 Ga., 364; 37 
Ga., 240:”’ 38 Ga, 171. 

The foregoing decisions of our court 
seem to be conclusive of the question 
It has been the well-settled rule in Georgia 
from the organization of its government as 
an idepennent sovereign state, down to the 
present time, that debts due her have pri- 
ority in the distribution of the estate ot an 
insolvent over debts due private individ- 
uals. We question not the truth of the 
statement of counsel for plaintiff in error, 
that the enforcement of this rule, in this 
case, will seriously and irjuriously effect 
some of the depositors and creditors of this 
bank, but we are ip nowise responsible for 
that. We imust enforce the law as we find 
it. The judicial department of the govern- 
ment has no power to relieve persons who 
suffer legally. The act of the general as- 
sembly creating depositories did not com- 
pel the Bank of Rome to accept the ap- 
pointment, nor did it compe! other persons 
to make or keep deposits’ therein. 
When the bank accepted the appointment 
of depository, all other persons whomsoever 
knew, or by reference to the law of the 
Jand, as contained in our statute books, 
and expounded by this court, might have 
known, that for any sum due the state by 
said bank, the state was entitled to priority 
of payment over private depositors. With 
this knowledge, they permitted their 
money toremain on deposit in said bank, 
and now that the bank has failed, they 
must be content to ‘‘reap the fruit of the 
tree they planted. 

Judgment aftirmed.

The State of Georgia vs. The Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Company. Lllegality 
to fi fa for taxes, from Fulton. 

(Chief Justice Jcakson being disqualified, 
Judge Harris, of the Coweta circuit. was 
designated by the governor to preside in 
his place. } 

Harris, Judge.—On the 28th February, 

1874, the legislature passed an act requiring 
the presidents of all the railroad companies 
in the state to return on oath to the comp- 
troller general the value of the property of 
their respective companies, to be taxed as 
other property of the people of the state. 
Under this act a return was made by the 
president of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road company, the plaintiff in error; the 
tax was assessed by the comptroller general 
and a fi fa issued for itscoliection. An affi- 
davit of illegality was tiled by the said com- 
pany to this fi fa, denying its liability for 
the tax sought to be collected. 
It was agreed by counsel representing 
both the plaintiff and the defendant that 
the cause be heard before the presiding 
judge, upon an agreed statement of facts, 
without the intervention of a jury, he to 
decide upon the law and the facts, subject 
to: revision by this court as in ordinary 
Cases. 

The presiding judge, after hearing the ey- 
idence and argument, sustained the aftida- 
vit of illegality, dismissed the levy, and 
rendered judgment against the plaintiff for 
cost, 

To this judgment the plaintiff in error 
excepted, and brings the cause by bill of 
exception to this court for review. 

On the trial below the plaintiff in error 
demurred to the affidavit of illegality, and 
moved to dismiss the same, upon the ground 
that the defendant, by a failure to comply 
with the actof February 28, 1874, had not 
brought the question made within the ju- 
risdiction of the court—which motion was 
overruied, the action of the court excepted 
to and assigned as error. Upon the hearing 
before this court, this ground of exception 
was withdrawn, thus leaving as the sole 
question before this court the right of the 
state to tax said company; if liable to be 
taxed at all, what property is subject to 
taxation, and the extent to which said 
property may be taxed. 

This is the second time that this case has 
been before this court. At the January 
term, 1575, it was held, first, that ‘‘under 
the guarantees of the first and eleventh sec- 
tions of the act of October 24, 1870, author- 
izing the lease of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company, though made a body corporate by 
said act, by virtue of the contract of lease 
when accepted by the governorand recorded, 
is not liable to a tax greater than onex<half 
of one per cent on the net income of the 
colpany.”’ 

2.) “By the eleventh section of the said 
act it is taxable tothat extent.”’ 54 Ga., 428. 

Thus, at least, it has been decided that the 
liability of the defendant to taxation is at 
the rate of one-half of one per cent upon 
the net income of the company, which was 
the rate at the time—l1s870—of taxation 
upon all the railroad companies. That this 
was the rate of the Central railroad as fixed 
by its charter. See acts of 1833, page 248; 
acts of 1835, page 247. 

Of the Georgia railroads: See acts 1833, p, 
264; Acts 1835, p. 185, 

Of the Macon and Western railroad in 
1770: acts of 1869, page 64. 

It is to be further noted that the tax on 
the Central railroad has been declared irre 
pealable. Central railroad vs. Georgia, 92: 
Us 8, 665. In the Georgia railroad case, 
this court bas declared that her exemption 
was irrepealable in the 54 Ga., 428 

That the legislature had the right to lease 
the Western and Atlantic railroad cannot 
be questioned, and having done it, whether 
wisely or unwisely is not now to be in-~ 
quired into; nor can it be changed even if 
it were at ali annual rental far below its 
real value.
